CALL TO ORDER
Chairman Gooch called the meeting to order at 5:01 p.m. Commissioners present were Stephen Gooch,

John Raber, Deborah Hutcheson, Clarence Stowers and Marvin Martin.

APPROVAL OF AGENDA

Motion: Commission Hutcheson made a motion to amend the agenda to include consideration of the USFS
Yahoola Work Center that is being auctioned on the Internet. The motion was seconded by John Raber and
approved by Commissioners Raber, Hutcheson, Stowers and Martin. Motion carried

NEW BUSINESS
L. 8. Forest Service Yahoola Work Center
The appraisal requested by the County was received and bidding opened this date for the Yahoola Work

Center. Chairman Gooch asked if the Board wished to pursue the property and how to proceed

Motion: John Raber made a motion to abandon pursuit of this property. Marvin Martin seconded the
motion. Commissioner Hutcheson and Commissioner Stowers opposed abandoning the project, which
created a tie. Chairman Gooch recused himself because his family property is nearby. Motion failed.

After further discussion the Board agreed to pursue bidding on the Yahoola Work Center.

Motion: John Raber made a motion to bid on the property but not to exceed $200,000 in the bidding.
Debarah Hutcheson seconded. Commissioners Raber, Huicheson, Stowers and Martin voted to approve.
Motion carried.

A staff member will be assigned by the County Manager to monitor the Internet bidding. The County will
bid in $10,000.00 increments not to exceed $200,000.00.

Commissioner Raber excused himself from the meeting at 6:23 p.m. when he was notified of a death in his
family.

The Board reviewed the list created at the May 8, 2006 Special Called Meeting, Following a great deal of
discussion with input from citizens present at the meeting the following list was created.

City of Dahlonega Water Treatment Facilities 4,284,000
Total $35.000.000

Motion: Clarence Stowers made a motion to commit up to 535 million for the projects listed above with
that portion which cannot be funded through Special Purpose Local Option Sales Tax (SPLOST) being
Sfunded through general obligation bonds. Deborah Hutcheson seconded the motion. Commissioners
Stowers and Hutcheson approved with Commissioner Martin opposed. Motion carried.

Motion: Deborah Hutcheson made a motion to contact the City of Dahlonega to ask for a water allocation
equal in percentage to that the City will receive from the proposed SPLOST. Marvin Martin seconded the
motion. Commissioners Hutcheson, Stowers and Martin approved. Motion passed.
